A Mendacious Organ. 

" Wo do not appear to have been quite ex- 
plicit enough in correcting the mis-stato- 
monts put forward by our local contem- 
porary tho other day. A brief history of 
tho organiz ation of the party by whom 
tho Into administration was overthrown 
may place tho question fairly before tho 
public The basis upon which the party 
was formed was this: Every member came 
in oh a perfect equality as to claims to 
leadership or office, rmd every man wan 
pledged to be loyal and true to the party 
in whatever position a majority of its 
members might assign to him. In tho 
event of a member of the party hoing in- 
vited by tlio Governor to form a new Ca- 
binet, it was tho duty of such member to 
at once call a meeting of the party together 
niul ho guided eutirely by a majority of its 
members as to whether ho should under- 
take tho task, and if not, as to whose name 
lie should submit to the Governor as be- 
ing tho proper party to bo charged with 
tho formation of a new Ministry, Who- 
ever might be authorized by the party to 
form a Ministry was to place himself 
entirely in tho hands of its members, and 
be guided by their advice in overy step. 
In short, nothing was to bo done, not an 
ollleo filled, tsavo with tho consent and 
concurrence of the party. It was, more- 
over, laid down as n distinct proposition, 
that, in any caso, not more than ono of 
tho members of tho old Government 
should be taken into tho now, and oven 
that was only to bo dono in caso of abso- 
lute necossity, — tho necessity of including 
a legal gentleman in the Cabinet. Fur- 
thermore, Ilr. DoOosmos was distinctly 
given to understand, before being admit- 
ted into the party, (there was a diversity 
of opinion as to tho propriety of admit- 
ting him at all, as there were those who 
contended ho could not bo trusted under 
any circumstances) that tho relinquish- 
ment of his Fedoral seat was required 
to bo made a shm qua non to taking oftiee 
in any Cabinet that might be formed. 
Such was the understanding and such the 
basis of the Opposition. Let us see how 
far Mr. DeCosmos -was leal and true to 
those who, as it now appears, made tho 
mistake of reposing confidence in him. It 
is true that, when invited by tho Gover- 
nor to form a Cabinet, he did convene tho 
part}-; but that was done in such n man- 
ner and under such circumstances as to 
turn tho wholo thing into a farce. Nat 
only did he call in members who had nev- 
er acted with the party and who had .vot- 
ed with the late Government from iirst to 
last, but even three oiit of the four mem- 
bers of tho defeated Government were 
present ! What tho member for Nanaimo' 
did, and what other members of the party 
did, was to authorize Mr. DeCosmos to 
undertake the work of constructing a new 
Miniatry, but so as to carry out faithfully 
tho programme previously agreed to. 
"Wo have," says our contemporary, "tho 
best authority for reiterating what wo 
stated, and to add that foremost among 
those who expressed n willingness thai 
Mr. DeCosmos should be at perfect liber- 
ty to choose whoever he thought proper 
us his colleagues in the Cabinet, was the 
member for Nanaimo, who even went so 
far as to pledge himself to give the now 
Government a lot/al support,' and that 
without talcing the trouble to inquire of 
whom it should be constituted." This 
statement is in direct conflict with fact. 
The member for Nanaimo, in common 
with other members of the party, in tho 
most explicit language, held themselves 
free to oppose any Government that might 
be found, provided its personnel did not 
moot their views. Thns authorized to 
proceed with tho work of Cabinet making, 
what did Mr. DeCosmos do V His very 
first act wan to offer two out 
of the three portfolios to gen- 
tlemen who had just hud thorn down at 
their country's building, - the third and 
only remaining ono being offered to an- 
other member of tho defeated party! 
Viewing this act (extraordinary under 
any circumstances) in the light of pre- 
vious pledges mailo to tho party, are we 
not fully justified in characterizing it as 
"treachery and desertion, and that, too, 
of the most aggravated kiiiil"'. J Thus Mr. 
DeCosmos not only violated his plighted 
faith in not consulting tho party as to tho 
personnel of tho new Cabinet, but his very 
iir.it step was a flagrant breach of a fun- 
damental principle, Under these circum- 
stances, it is idle, it is impertinent for 
Mr. DeCosmos to talk about promises of 
support. No such unconditional promis- 
es, as it is alleged, were given Jbut even if 
they 'were, surely they would have been 
dissolved by such treachery as we have 
described. No ono regrets more than 
ourselves tho circnmstancefi which appear 
to render the statement hero made neces- 
sary — and for Hie substantial truthful- 
ness of which we confidently appeal to 
members of the betrayed party, Wc 
might go further and adduce evidence of 
a fact few now doubt, viz., that Mr. De- 
Cosmos really never intended being true 
to tho parly — that his course was one of 
doubledealing from first to last. Bui this, 
with some other matters of a no less dis- 
creditable nature, may he discussed here- 
after. In view of all tho facts, surely Mr. 
DeCosmos ought not to feel surprised if 
those who worn instrumental in placing 
him where he is should feel compelled to 
withdraw their confidence and support.

The Governmeat Policy— A 
Trap to be Sprung! 

A gontlemnn who professoa to lio on 
the "inside truck" has sketched tho pro- 
gramme of the now Ministry. Tho Pra- 
nueris anxious to sail for Ottawa by tho 
flr»t mail steamer in February. In order 
thathomayappn.tr there in "war-paint 
and feathers" fresh from the Colonial lipid 
of victory, only a. fow measures will ho 
brought down and an attempt will bo 
mado to press them through as rapidly an 
possiblo, and to prorogue tho House bo- 
lora his departure. This prorogation trap 
will bo attempted to be Bprung unexpect- 
edly upon the hon. members, who, seeing 
a large amount of work still before thorn, 
will, it is hoped by tho conspirators, 
stumble into tho pit. Our advice to the 
House is to watch these worthies well. 
Past experiouce was proved that tiro of 
thoir number will pause at no political 
triak to accomplish an ovil end; and 
even if the Cabinet nro allowed to exist 
"on sufferance" till February tho precau- 
tion must be taken to not allow the Gov- 
ernment measures to outstrip thoso intro- 
duced by nonofficial members.

Editor Colonist: — I am told that Mr. 
DeCosmos absolutely >;■/ iisr.-: to consult 
his constitu tents, in the only constitu- 
tional way, as to bis recent step in accept- 
ing oflico. 1 am no lawyer and can't say 
whether his refusal is legal or illegal; but 
it does seam to nie (and to many others, 
too,) that it is in direct opposition to the 
essence, spirit, principle and intent of Re- 
sponsible Government. By that system 
of Government I have always understood 
that, while a Ministry aro responsible to 
tho House, tho House is, in turn, respon- 
sible to its constituents. Therefore wo 
find Messrs. Ash and Beaven seeking the 
approval of their constituents — not (I 
take it) because they have accepted salar- 
ies; but because they haro taken office, 
By this course they manifest their respon- 
sibility to tite country, just as Mr. DeCos- 
mos manifests his contempt for it by re- 
fusing to follow their example. 

It may bo that by a technicality lie can 
bo sheltered from tho legal consequences; 
but I hero submit, that ho will sit i:i direct 
violation of the first principle of Consti- 
tutional Government, and that no prece- 
dent for his course can bo produced.

Tho Com- 
pany has advanced with its work from 
Ottawa through the lumbering dis- 
tricts, 150 mis north of the Capital, and 
100 miles along the banks of Gatineau 
River. Tho Eastern Townships, every 
section of New Brunswick and tho remot- 
est points on tho Oaspe Coast have been 
brought into immediate connection with 
the interior. During tho present season, 
also, the wires have been laid, wholly or 
in part, along the routes of the Canadian 
Air Lino, the Canadian Southern, tho 
Hamilton and Lake Erie, tho Wellington, 
Gray and Bruce, tho Toronto and Nipis- 
sing, tho Midland, tha North Grey, the 
Toronto, Gray and liruec, tho Muskoka, 
and the Intercolonial railways. At tic- 
end of LS72tlie Company will hove in use 
10,300 miles of poles, liJ.000 miles of wire 
and upwards of 1,000 offices. From these 
facts and figures the general public will 
see that Canada, in proportion to popula- 
tion, equals any country in the world in 
telegraphic enterprise Owing to tho uni- 
form ohargos, our people are enabled to 
use the wires perhaps more universally 
than any other people; and by thus admi- 
rably serving the public requirements, the 
Montreal Telegraph Company gains the 
public confidence and esteem, and there- 
by materially benefits itself.

Undoubte 1 y tl o majority of Episcopalians 
hold no Sacramental views, and do not 
look on the Communion service as a pro- 
pitiatory sacrifice, and the proper place 
for all Ritualists is unquestionably under 
the wings of Piu Xiuio Pontics Maxima*. 
The two things that keep the most pro- 
minent Ritualists from becoming Roman 
Catholics arc those: Firstly as Ritualists 
they occupy a singular and exalted posi- 
tion, whilst as Roman Catholics the would 
be of no more importance than Tom, Dick 
or Harry. Secondly, a largo number of 
Clergymen are married and have families 
•which compels thorn to keep in the Epis- 
copal pale because they could not bo 
ordained snh rcijiut Ponlijlcus, Tho great 
ritualist Clergyman here is now Editor of 
a Catholic Newspaper and doubtless finds 
more pleasure in promulgating his views 
as a layman in a happystatoof matrimony 
than m his former panda character of a 
celibate Anglican "Priest".

U. S. Code of Pog Signals. 

Sailing vessels, and every craft, pro- 
pelled by sails upon tho ocean, lakes 
and rivers, shall, wheu on their star- 
board tack, sound ouo blast of thoir 
fog-horn; when on tho port-tack, they 
shall sound two blasts of thoir fog-horn 
whon with the wind, free or running 
largo, thoy shall sound three blasts of 
their fog-horn: whon lying to or at 
anchor they shall sound a general 
alarm. In each instance, tho above 
signal shall bo sounded at intervals of 
not more than two minutes. 

Sailing vessels, when not under way, 
and anchorod or moored in tho chan- 
nel or fairway of commerce, shall sound 
tho general alarm signals at intervals 
of not more then two ininutos, and all 
steamers navigating in a fog or thick 
weather, shall, by the rules governing 
pilots, sound their steam-whistles 
at intervals of not more than one min- 
ute.

Best Feed for Milch Cows. — W. II. 
Tanner, in the Country Gentleman, says 
the most profitable feed for cows giving 
milk during the winter, and that used in 
nearly all tho best claries producing milk 
for Now York market, is a good quality 
of wheat, bran and corn meal mixed as fol- 
lows: Eight pounds of bran and cornmeal 
for each cow daily. If tho above can bo 
thoroughly cooked with cut hay it in- 
creases its valuo about one-fifth by actual 
experiment. I produced from fifty cows 
500 quarts of milk daily on ten pounds 
of feed mixed as above and thoroughly 
cooked. I then changed to dry food, 
when it took thirteen pounds of tho same 
mixture to keep up the How of milk. 
Browors' grains, of which tho gentleman 
speaks, produce an inferior quality of 
milk, and would bo verv much more ex- 
pensive than other feed at the prices nam- 
ed. If not so situated as to cook the food 
nscd, considerable benefit would arise 
from soaking it, ov.ni in cold water, from 
six to ten hoars before feeding. 

Gnus Cnors in Onts.vx Bkitaix. — The 
English "Chamber of Agriculture" Jour- 
nal figures a deficiency of this year's 
wheat crop in Great Britain of 21,079.200 
bushels, not counting a considerable loss 
in inferior quality, Another authority 
estimates the English, wheat crop at 20 
per cert bob w an avorago, and that of 
Scotland, not large at best, and not more 
than half an average. Investigations in 
England, oxtending ovor a period of two 
or throe hundred years, have shown ap- 
proximately that a deficit of one-tenth ill 
the the ecrealn raises the price three- 
tenths, deficit oftwo-tonths raises it eight- 
tenths, and so on to ;■, deficit of one-half, 
which noses the price to four and one 
half times tho average. A surplus acts 
upon the prices in tho opposite way." 

En and In Brbedikii, — During a discus- 
sion of this subject in England, not long 
since, it was asceitained that the most 
successful lines of Short-horns were those 
in which one animal was the sire of tho 
sire and of the dam also — thus making 
the parents half brother and sister by tho 
samo sire out of different dams. This 
system of breeding has produced some of 
the finest oattlo in the country. It was 
also said that whore cattle wore closely in- 
bred and proserved their constitution 
they had a tendency to lose oolor, save, 
perhaps, the ears, and to become whiter.
